Noted Figure in South- 
ern Methodism Was in 
Japan tor 35 Years. 


Death Tuesday claimed one of the 
most noted missionary figures of the 
Southern Methodist church, when Dr. 
J. C. C. Newton succumbed after sev- 


eral years of ill health. 

Dr. Newton, who was 83 years of 
age, passed away at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. E. Marvin Underwood, 
wife of the judge of the North Geor- 
gia federal district court. Mrs. Un- 
derwood was the only surviving child 
of the noted mission worker, another 
daughter having died in Japan during 
early childhood. 

A native of South 
Newton heeded the call 
mission fields by going to Japan in 
1886 and remained there nearly 30 
years, during which time he won the 
confidence “of every class of native, 
from coolie to royalty. He was? dec- 
orated in 1924 by the emperor of 
Japan for his unflagging efforts to 
edueate the Japanese and to teach 
them the precepts of Christianity.

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| DIES OF HEART ATTACK 


Prominent Manchester Edi- 
tor Succumbs in Atlanta to 
Brief Illness. 


One of Georgia’s leading editors, 
Winfield B. Johnson, of the Man- 
chester Mercury, died Tuesday morn- 
ing at Wesley Memorial hospital aft- 
er a heart attack that followed a three 
weeks’ illness of double pneumonia. 
Prior to the fatal illness Mr. John- 
son had been in excellent health for 
many years. 

Born on April 21, 1870, in Brooks 
county near Quitman, Mr. Johnson 
began his newspaper career on the 
old Quitman Free Press, and after sev- 
eral years’ work on that paper entered 
the service of the Thomasville Times- 
Enterprise. Later he served on the 
editorial staff of the Savannah News. 

During the administration of Wood- 
row Wilson, Mr. Johnson ‘served as 
assistant to the chief clerk of the na- 
tional house of representatives after 
several years of government duties 
during which he was attached to the 
government printing office, and the 
general land offices, the last named 
position entailing extended travel 
through the west, particularly in 
Utah, Colorado and New Mexico, 
where he was well known. 


Transferred to Atlanta. 


Following his service as assistant 
chief clerk of the house Mr. Johnson 
was transferred to Atlanta as assist- 
ant to Josiah T. Rose, collector of 
internal revenue. 

Since the early history of the Man- 
chester Mercury, Mr. Johnson and his 
brother, I, N. Johnson, had owned the 
controlling interest in that newspaper, 
operating it jointly. About six years 
ago Winfield B. Johnson acquired the 
entire stock of the paper, installed a 
modern plant and edited and managed 
the Mercury. 

In addition to his newspaper activi- 
ties, Mr. Johnson was active in the 
business and civic affairs of Manches- 
ter, being director of the Bank of 
Manchester, a leading real estate oper- 
ator in Manchester and Quitman, in 
both of which cities he owned public 
buildings and large real estate tracts, 
including the W. B. Johnson building 
and the Christian block in Manches- 
ter, and the W. B. Johnson building 
in Quitman. 

Active in Various Fields. 

Mr. Johnson, notwithstanding his 
editorial and business duties, found 
time to render active service in va- 
rious professional and fraternal fields. 
He formerly was a member of the 
Palestine lodge, F. & A. M., of At- 
lanta, later fransferring his member- 
ship to the Stephens lodge of Masons 
in Manchester: was a devout member 
of the First Methodist church of Man- 
chester: Knights of Pythias, and the 
Georgia State Press Association. Last 
Angust he was appointed*as Georgia 
delegate of the press association to 
the World Press Congress held in 
Mexico City. 

He is survived by two sons, W. G. 
Johnson, Manchester, and D. P. John- 
son, a student at Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute: four brothers, I. N. John- 
son, Manchester: Dr. Edward W., 
Johnson, Edwardsville, Pa.; Thomas

NOW THE GIRLS ARE ON THE 
GAIN AGAIN. 

Judging from the letters coming to 

this department, I think the peak of 

the reduction craze was reached late 


in 1928. Throughout 1929 and 1930 


the proportion of requests for reduc- 
tion advice from young women stead- 
ily declined and today, as it seems 
to me, this fad is ended, although 
occasional requests for reduction diet 
or something of the kind still come in 
from the outskirts. There are two 
factors which may have ‘contributed 
toward the eradication of the reduc- 
tion craze; first, the announcement by 
the show men that girls with curves 
were to have the preference; second, 
the comparatively feeble voice of 
health authority warning against the 


damage to health by unnatural reduc- 
tion treatments. 

With the departure of health goes 
the normal appetite and the normal 
digestive capacity or power of assimi- 
lation, in many cases, and it proves 
much more difficult to restore these 
girls to something like their former 
degree of physical efficiency than it 
was for them to get rid of their curves 
and their health. 

Insulin treatment merely for the 
purpose of enabling the skinny wigtt 
to utilize more nourishment and gain 
needed flesh, and without any ques- 
tion of diabetes, is now widely and 
employed in the treat- 


their health and vigor through quack 
reduction treatments. Any doctor who 
knows his therapeutics can and will 
give such patients the boon of the 
insulin treatment—the doctor can 
teach any child of 12 how to take 
his own insulin injections, but of 
course the patient must report at least 
once a week to the doctor for instruc- 
tions. 

Where insulin treatment is out of 
the question, sometimes an _ under- 
weight individual can put herself on 
the gain by adopting a comparatively 
simple regimen. For example, any one 
of the following items if taken daily in 
addition to the usual meals, for a 
year, will add from 15 to 20 pounds 
to one’s weight: 

1. Three slices of bread. ) 

2. Three-fourths of an ounce of but- 


er. 

3. Three glasses of milk. 

For most persons the larger portion 
of all three items may be readily 
taken in the fourth meal at bedtime, 
and bedtime is the ideal time for a 
good meal for young persons who are 
undernourished,

I have no doubt that 
when they are economically prepared 
to assume the burdens of self-govern- 
ment that we should then give it to 
them, but that time has not arrived, 
and will not for a number of years; 
because, unfortunately, the people 
have devoted themselves to the grow- 
ing of tariff-protected products, due’ 
to the fact that they enter the United 
States free of duty. In the case of 
independence that condition would be 
changed. 

When they have developed the non- 
taxed products of the soil, such as 
kopak, rubber, coffee, etc., they could 
then be given their independence with- | 
out. the economic shock that other- 
wise would attend immediate inde- 
pendence. 

I congratulate vou upon under- 
standing this situation as disclosed by 
your editorial.

Signing of Disarmament Petitions 


Sponsored by Committee on Cause 
And Cure of War, Urged by Mrs. Jacobs 


Editor Constitution: Today marks 
the anniversary of the end of the 
war to end war. The world heaved 


a tremendous sigh of relief that sus- 
pense and sacrifi¢e were . over—and 


cried with joy that war would be no Th 


more. In these 13 years we have 
made pest progress toward that state 
for which men have yearned many 
thousands of years. We have estab- 
lished a world organization—the 
League ‘of Nations—with which this 
country, though not a.paying mem- 
ber, constantly co-operates; we have 
established a world institution for the 
meting out of justice; though we have 
not yet completed our adherence to 
the World Court, it is acknowledged 
to have been founded on American 
ideas. 

We have, together with 61 other 
nations, renounced recourse to war for 
the settlement: of all disputes and 
promised to settle all controversies 
solely by peaceful means in thestreaty 
which bears the name of a former 
secretary of state. We took part at 
London ‘in a conference of powers for 
the purpose of limiting naval arma- 
ment, we have just recently com- 
mitted ourselves to build no more 
haval armament for the period of one 
year and we are about to take part 
in a meeting in Geneva to which 
practically every country in the world 
will send delegates for the purpose of 
discussing reduction of all types of 
armament by the whole world. 

In order to rouse public opinion 
organized women around the world 
are circulating petitions calling for 
bold reduction of every variety of 
armament, which will be presented to 
the delegates when they convene in 
Geneva next February. The women 
of the United States are pledged to 
secure 5,000,000 signatures to this 
plea, the text of which follows: 

“We, the undersigned women of _ the 
United States, hereby petition the inter- 
national disarmament conference to gratify 
the expectations and hope of the world by 
putting into immediate and unhesitating ef- 
fect the pledges already made for the re- 
duction of national armaments. 

‘‘The allies and assoviates pledged world 
disarmament to their adversaries; the cov- 
enant of the League of Nations promised 
it; great nations have solemnly agreed that 


international disputes shall be settled by 
peaceful methods without resort to war; 
and lastly, through the Briand-Kellogg pact, 
war has been renounced. 

“Clearly the next step is the bold re- 
duction of every variety of armament. To 
do less would rviolate treaty obligations, 
awaken suspicion and incite fresh war talk. 
e assurances of peace will become in- 
vincible when the reduction of armament 
for which we plead has been secured. Wars 
will cease when governments so resolye."’ 

Among the organizations comprising 
the national committee on cause and 
cure of war are American Association 
of University Women, General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, Natiqnal 
Council of Jewish Women, Nationa 
Council of Young Women’s Christian 
Associations, National Federation of 
Business and Professional Women’s 
Clubs, National League of Women 
Voters, and the National Women's 
Christian Temperance Union, who are 
co-operating in spreading this suppli- 
cation, It is not necessary to be a 
member of any of these groups in 
order to sign. Men and women anx- 
ious to show appreciation of the sac-

The 
Atlanta League of Women Voters, 74 
Whitehall street, will welcome any 
citizens who wish to sign and will 
gladly supply anyone who calls at the 
office with a copy. 

In Europe, Asia, Africa and Aus- 
tralia similar petitions are being 
signed. Over 2,000,000 names have 
been attached in Holland—almost as 
many in England. France has just 
begun her drive. About 1,000 signa- 
tures have already been secured by the 
League of Women Voters in and 
around Atlanta. Figures from other 
groups are not available. 

In a democracy public opinion can 
be translated into government action. 
These petitions will tell the govern- 
ment what the people want.

CHINA SOUNDS NOTE 
OF SELF-RELIANCE 
BY P. I. LIPSEY JR. 

GENEVA, Switzerland, Nev. 10.— 
(P)—Sounding a note of. self-reliance 
for the first time since she appealed 
to the League of Nations in the Man- 
churian conflict, China notified the 
league tonight that if the league cov- 
enant and the Kellogg pact fail she 
will build up her fighting forces to 
protect herself against Japan. 

Dr. Alfred Sze, representing the 
Nanking government on the League 
council, made this declaration in a 
note to the League secretariat tonight. 
Its publication was a sensation of 
this Armistice eve. 

The note was a conditional accept- 
ance of the League's proposed one-year 
arms holiday. It asserted China’s ad- 
herence to the truce depends upon the 
“issue of the present Manchurian con- 
flict before the League.” 

Japanese authorities, said Dr. Sze, 
are “suborning the dregs of the popu- 
lation” at Wientsin to foment revolt 
against the Chinese government, while 
China relies on the League covenant 
and the Kellogg pact as “bulwarks 
of peace.” 

Should these bulwarks fail her, he 
declared, the Chinése government 
would be obliged to “put above all 
other tasks the creation of a national 
defense strong enough to secure respect 
and preserve the independence of 
China.” 

His assertion that China would pre- 
pare, if necessary, to take care of 


herself, was couched in the phrase-} 


vlogy of Article X of the covenant, 
which says: “Me ters of the League 
undertake to respect and preserve as 
against external aggression the terri- 
torial integrity and existing political 
independence of all members. .. .”

The Constitution publishes today 
the first installment of a feature which 
will prove of absorbing interest to 
those who thrill to stories of heroism. 
Each day there will be presented on 
this page the official record of the 
awarding to some Georgia soldier in 
the World War of a medal or cita- 
tion for some deed, of outstanding 
heroism. 

One hundred and forty-two Geor- 
gians received these awards. Their 
achievements will be published in al- 
phabetic order, beginning with the 
posthumous awards, the feature first 
presenting those who enlisted from At- 


lanta, and then those from through- 
out the state. 

The author, Sergeant L. E. Jaeckel, 
while not a native of Georgia, enlisted 
at Brunswick. He is himself one of 
the outstanding heroes of the World 
War. He was twice awarded the dis- 
tinguished service cross, first for 
“meritorious service” from February 
21 to 24, 1918, while in charge of an 
ammunition dump, and again for “ex- 
traordinary heroism” in battle on July 
19, of the same year. Oak leaf clus- 
ters were successively added for heroic 
deeds on February 25, May 20 and 
24, July 14, 16 and 19. He received 
silver star citations for gallantry on 
February 28, April 20 and July 17.

“not to use violence or shoot him.” 
A prisoner under such circumstances 
has a right to repel violence with vio- 
lence, exchanging blow for blow with 
the officer, Boykin said. “He can 
fight back every time the officer clubs 
him. The question of legal arrest is 
ene thing. Battery is another.” 

The whole defense was an “after- 
thought,” Bovkin charged. “It came 
out of necessity, and not the facts. 
Wood had escaped from the pen, but 
he was recaptured and served every 
day of his sentence. He was 17 then, 
an underprivileged boy. What has 
that to do with his arrest now?” 

Boykin charged that the defense 
vas “nothing but a frame-up. Some 
cay they have got to account for this 
perjury,’ the solicitor-general  de- 
cured. “This story of ‘he turned on 
ne’ is an old police alibi,” he contin- 
ned, declaring that with some officers 
the king can do no wrong. “I've got 
no prejudice against officers—but I'm 
het going to let them be juggernauts 
running roughshod over the rights of 
citizens. lt am on the proper side in 
this case.” 

_ No Right to Shoot. 

Testimony was concluded at 3:30 
oe¢lock Tuesday afternoon following 
the action of the defense in placing 
Poole back on the stand to refute a 
statement of a witness who said that 
after shooting Wood.the officer had 
reloaded his gun from extra carti({dges 
earried in his belt. Poole offered the 
jury his trousers and belt worn on 
the day of the shooting, but on ob- 
jection by the state the exhibit was 
withdrawn. 

Assistant Soliciter-General Stephens 
charged that Poole shot Wood and 
then attempted to create a defense. 
“The law of Georgia does not justify 
an officer in shooting a man who is 
merely exercising the God-given right 
to run,” Stephens declared. “We ask 
you to enforce the law just as if Poole 
had not worn a uniform. The law af- 
fords equal protection to all.” 

Stephens dwelled on “the fact that 
this is an unusual case—-where an of- 
ficer sworn to uphold the law stands 
before you charged with violating the 
la® and his solemn and sacred oath 
of office.” 

Little Authority Dangerous. 

“Maybe it springs out of forgetful- 
ness of duty,” Stephens said. He 
read a court decision declaring that a 
town marshal was not justified in 
shooting a man for a violation of a 
ordinance and declaring 
that “a little authority, like a little 
learning, is sometimes a 
thing.” 

Stephens charged that Poole’s part- 
ner, Officer bk. B. Watson, tired two 
shots that imperiled a child and a 
merchant and chance passers-by, an 
that Poole fired over the heads of 
women and children. Stephens  con- 
tended that an officer has no right to 
shoot a man in arresting him for a 
violation of a municipal ordinance 
ever though the man Is escaping and 
there is no other means of taking him, 
and Wood, he said, had done nothing 
more than escape from a stockade 
sentence.

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LEGISLATIVE PLANS 


Offer Full Program To 
Relieve U. S. Worries. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10—%— 
Full legislative program designed to 
relieve the nation’s worries is plan- 
ned by the democrats. 


It is to be presented to the incom- 
ing congress regardless of which 
party organizes the house. 

This plan was announced today by 
Representative Garner, democratic 
leader, upon his arrival from his 
home at Uvalde, Texas. 

The Texan did not disclose’ the 
scope of the program,. but expressed 
the opinion it would be adequate to 
meet the situation. He added that 
some emergency might make changes 


necessary within the period of the ses- 
sion. 
Garner arrived at noon, shortly aft- 
er the republican floor leader in the 
last congress, Repuggentative Tilson, 
of Connecticut, announced house re- 
publicans plan to nominate a speaker 
and contest for control despite the 
democratic majority. Tilson also re- 
turned for the coming session today. 
While Garner declined to discuss 


public questions, he said that the mat- 
ter of organizing the house still “is 
in the lap of the gods.” 

Until the house meets December 7, 
he added, it could not be determined 
which party would have the most 
yotes on the floor. 

“I do believe that the democrats 
are in a better position to organize 
than the republicans,” he remarked. 
“Our organization is better congealed 
and has shown greater harmony than 
exists in the republican organization.” 

(Juestioned as to whether the dem- 
ocrats might allow the republicans to 
organize, Garner said: 

“When responsibility comes to the 
democrats we should accept it and we 
will, Whether the responsibility is 
the organization of the house or in 
forming a policy for the nation, we 
should accept it or get out.” 

Garner has no opponent in his 
party for the speakership nomination, 
and is expected to receive its unani- 
mous support. Virtually all the 217 
democrats have pledged themselves to 
the Texan, while the speakership bat- 
tle among the 214 republicans is 
raging. 

Tilson and Representative Snell, of 
New York, chairman of the last rules 
committee, remain the outstanding 
candidates. 

Tilson said his party would present 
the administration legislative program 
and would proceed as if*it were in the 
majority. The Hoover moratorium, 
he added, headed the program. Quick 
action on measures to make accepta- 
ble certain paper not now subject for 
rediscount purposes under the fed- 
eral reserve bank act also is planned. 

Hope that it would not be necessary 
to increase taxes was expressed by 
the Connecticut member. He said he 
was opposed to any tampering with 
the tariff, asserting it would disturb 
business. pe 

Representative Snell said if the 
democrats attempted to prevent the 
seating of Representative-elect Gra- 
nata republican, from the eighth IIli- 
nois district, the republicans would 
seek to block organization. Granata’s 
election is being contested by former 
Representative Stanley H. Kunz, his 
democratic opponent.

This, according to 
Marvin G. Russell, one of Lee’s law- 
yers, will consist of a categorical 
denial by Lee that he did the shooting 
and an attempt to prove that i@ was 
Kosnofsky that slew the grocer. 

The appearance of Kosnofsky on 
the witness stand, though not an en- 
tire surprise, came rather unexpected- 
ly after the state had preliminarily 
outlined the evidence it intended to 
present. The young alleged accom- 
plice who had been held in the “bull- 
pen” in the basement of the court- 
house was brought upstairs by sher- 
iff’s deputies and hustled into the 
witness chair without his name being 
called and without many of the spec- 
tators and court attaches realizing 
that in the midst of the rather drab 
presentation of evidence was to come 
the chief accuser of Lee. 

Kosnofsky’s counsel stood _ beside 
Judge Pomeroy’s bench as the youth 
testified, after he had been informed 
that he might refuse to answer any 
questions which he thought might tend 
to ineriminate him. Kosnofsky and 
George W. Cox Jr., alleged father of 
the robbery plot which resulted in 
Lichtenstein’s death, were indicted 
jointly for the murder but the three 
defendants obtained a severance when 
the case was called Tuesday morning 
and Lee was placed on trial, the other 
two to go before separate juries later. 

Kosnofsky Details Movements. 

Questioned by Assistant Solicitor- 
General J. Walter LeCraw, who, with 
Special Prosecutor Sam D. Hewlett, 
is handling the case for the state, 
Kosnofsky gave in detail some of the 
events participated in by him and 
Lee on the night of the slaying, but 
on advice of his lawyer and under 
instructions from the court refused 
to answer a number of the questions, 
asserting that he believed they in- 
criminated him. He did, however, 
testify that he drove Lee in a car 
he supposed to belong to Lee to the 
Lichtenstein apartment about mid- 
night ov the night “Big Ben” was 
slain, that he drove Lee away from 
the apartment at great speed, with the 
car's lights out. but insisted he did 
not know who killed the grocer, and 
that the two went to the apartment 
to consummate a liquor deal and in 
no effort to commit robbery. 

“I met Lee about three weeks _be- 
fore the killing of Mr. Lichtenstein,” 
Kosnofsky said in answer to Mr. Le- 
Craw’s first question. “He was in- 
troduced to me as ‘J. D.’ and I did 
not learn. any other name until after 
be had been arested and charged with 
the Lichtenstein killing.” 

“Did you meet him frequently aft- 
er you had been introduced to him?” 
the assistant solicitor asked. 

“Yes,” the witness replied. 

“Did you meet him on the night of 
Monday, September 21?” LeCraw pro- 
pounded. 

“I met him that* night about 9:30 
o'clock,” Kosnofsky said. “He was 
in his car and as soon as I got in I 
took the wheel.” 

Silent on Conversation. 

Kosnofsky refused to answer the 
prosecutor’s questions regarding the 
conversation he had with Lee while 
they were in the car between 9:30 
o'clock and the time they drove up 
te the apartment house on Ponce de 
Leon avenue in which “Big Ben” 
lived and where he met his death. He

Kosnofsky remained on the stand 
about an hour, the major portion of 
which time he was on direct exami- 
nation. He did not mention the name 
of Cox, the third man indicted in the 
slaying. Whether the state intends 
to use him as a witness in the Cox 
ne could not be learned Tuesday 
night. 

The second “star” witness of the 
state was Dailey, who testified that 
he formerly operated a_ barbershop 
and pressing club on Houston street 
near Ivy, where he met Lee‘ about 
three weeks before the slaying of 
Lichtenstein and with whom he ad- 
admitted having had a “‘little deal- 
ing in liquor.” 

Dailey testified that he was the 
owner of a gun which has been iden- 
tified as the weapon which killed 
Lichtenstein, but claimed that it had 
been taken from him in a holdup six 
months ago and that he did not see 
it again until he and Lieutenant 
Sturdivant found it beneath Peak’s 
house on the south side after Lee 
had been arrested for the Lichtenstein 
slaying.

State Reapportionment Tilts 


Promise Political Problems 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(4)— 
Legal rulings and party quarrels over 
reapportionment’s shift of voting pow- 
er are providing new difficulties for 
political leaders mapping the 1932 
presidential campaign. 


_ Only half the 32 states whose vot- 
ing strength was changed by the 1930 
census have set the geographical 
bounds by which congressional rep- 
resentatives, presidential electors and 
national convention delegates will be 
selected for the next decade. 

In the other 16, failure to act so 
far has left question marks hovering 
over the election of nearly 200 house 
members, electors and of twice this 
number of votes in republican and 
democratic nominating assemblies. 

National committeemen in each 
party are puzzling over this winter’s 
duty of prescribing rules for naming 
convention delegates from the large 
territory where new districts have not 
heen outlined and where the action of 
three states has been thrown into 
the courts. 

A New York supreme court justice 
has ruled against the effort ef the 
state's republican legislature to allot 
districts to two additional representa- 
tives without approval of democratic 
Governor Roosevelt. 

The Minnesota supreme court has 
cleared the way for a United States 
supreme court review of its decision 
that the state legislature’s redistrict- 
ing resolution was legal though vetoed 
by Governor Floyd B. Olson, farmer- 
labor. 

In Illinois, where representation 
was unchanged by the last census, a 


state judge has ruled unconstitutional!

ing representatives-at-large on the

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COUNCIL MANDATE 


No Action Taken on Ef- 
fort To Force School 
Workers Into City. 


Following a heated argument on 
council’s mandate to the board of edu- 
eation to force all employes to move 
inside the city limits by January 1, 
the board af education Tuesday aft- 
ernoon adjourned without taking any 
definite action. 

Commissioner J. Ira Harrelson, of 
the fourth, engaged in a fiery debate 
with Commissioner Frank Fling, of 
the eighth, and Alderman Ed Gilliam, 
chairman of council's school commit- 
tee, when he charged that certain citi- 
zens are engaged in “curbstone poli- 
tics.” He made a futile effort to 
force a resolution through the board 
agreeing to the council ordinance 
when council “forces the millionaires 
into the city limits.” 

Harrelson attacked council as un- 
reasonable, he flayed opponents of the 
board of education and called on 
members of the board to “demand 
what you want as that is the only 
way we will get it.” “We have got- 
ten additional funds by telling coun- 
cil to put them up,” he said, and “we 
will get more when we take a defi- 
nite stand. You cannot co-operate 
with council, it won’t co-operate, The 
only way is to make ‘t do what we 
want done.”
